Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Urban  District  as  required  of  me  by  Order. 

The  birth  rate  increased  slightly.  The  general  death  rate 
whilst  relatively  high  did  not  include  any  from  maternal 
causes  or  from  tuberculosis. 

Notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  few,  mainly  whooping 
cough,  which  followed  the  measles  outbreak  in  1957. 

I  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  report  of  Mr.  W.  H.  N. 
Haslam  which  I  have  included,  and  am  grateful  for  the 
encouragement  and  support  of  the  Council.

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  home 
population  was  2,580  which  is  20  more  than  that  of  the 
previous  year. 


BIRTHS: 

Live  births  for  the  year  increased  by  6  to  39  and  there 

was  no  still  birth. 


DEATHS: 

The  number  of  38  during  the  year  indicated  a  relatively 
high  rate  (14.7  per  1,000)  due  to  the  high  age  level  of  the 
population. 

Not  one  of  the  deaths  was  due  to  tuberculosis  or  maternal 
causes;  19  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels, 
4  from  cancer  and  4  from  pneumonia  or  bronchitis. 

INFANT  MORTALITY: 

There  was  one  death  of  an  infant  (aged  2  hours)  from 
atelectasis  (failure  of  air  cells  of  lungs  to  open) .  The  infant 
mortality  rate  was  comparable  with  other  urban  districts  of 
the  West  Riding. 
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SECTION  B 


COUNTY  COUNCIL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Tickhill  Urban  District  is  part  of  Health  Division  28 
(Doncaster)  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 


The  Home  Nursing  Service  was  maintained  by  the  nurse 
from  Edlington  mainly,  but  sometimes  by  the  nurse  from 
Bessacarr  (Cantley). 

The  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service  was  supplied  by  the 

Bawtry  midwife  supplemented  by  certain  of  her  colleagues. 

The  Health  Visiting  of  infants  and  pre-school  children 
and  the  duties  of  school  nurse  were  carried  out  by  Health 
Visitors  Nurse  N.  H.  Stewardson  for  part  of  the  year  and  by 
Health  Visitor  Nurse  W.  Blagojevic  for  the  remainder.  The 
mobile  child  welfare  clinic  made  fortnightly  visits  to  Tickhill 
and  was  well  attended. 

School  Medical  Inspection:  Routine  and  special  examina¬ 
tions  were  carried  out.  Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis 
gained  momentum,  facilities  being  provided  by  the  local 
authority  at  Doncaster  and  by  the  local  general  practitioner  in 
Tickhill.  The  proportion  of  under  15’ s  immunised  compared 
favourably  with  the  County  generally. 

Four  adolescents  from  Tickhill  attended  the  Occupation 
Centre  at  Doncaster. 

The  Ambulance  Service  as  usual  remains  available 
through  the  Ambulance  Officer  at  1,  Yarborough  Terrace, 
Bentley  (Tel.  No.  Doncaster  49468).  Persons  authorised  to 
summon  an  ambulance  include  doctors,  nurses,  midwives, 
police  and  the  general  public  in  emergency.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT

Water  Supply:  828  inhabited  houses  are  connected  to  the 
public  mains  of  the  Don  Valley  Water  Board.  This  water 
was  sampled  regularly  at  Austerfield  Pumping  Station  during 
the  year  for  bacterial  content  and  proved  consistently  satis¬ 
factory.  Chemical  analysis  continues  to  show  good  quality 
and  moderate  hardness  (mainly  of  the  ‘ 'temporary”  kind). 
No  shortage  of  water  was  reported  during  the  year. 

The  41  houses  not  on  the  public  mains  are  in  remote 
areas  and  are  supplied  by  private  wells. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal:  The  built-up  part  of  the 
Urban  District  is  sewered  with  the  exception  of  the  Lindrick 
area  which  is  too  low  for  drainage  without  pumping.  The 
houses  in  outlying  areas  plus  the  Lindrick  houses  not  served 
by  the  sewer  are  46.  Some  of  these  have  cesspools. 

The  sewage  works  are  of  modern  construction  and  con¬ 
sist  of  one  sedimentation  tank,  two  percolation  filters  with 
sprinklers  and  six  sludge  beds.  Provision  for  storm  overflow 
has  been  made  by  use  of  a  by-pass  to  the  old  sewage  works 
in  times  of  heavy  rainfall.  Nevertheless,  overloading  does 
occur  in  the  main  sewers  at  such  times  owing  to  the  storm 
water  being  mixed  with  sewage  in  single  combined  sewers. 
This  matter  of  a  separate  surface  water  system  has  been 
occupying  the  attention  of  the  Council  for  some  years. 
Additional  sludge  beds  are  also  required. 
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Closet  Accommodation:  95  per  cent  of  the  houses  are 
connected  to  the  sewers;  2\  per  cent  to  private  drainage. 
Both  of  these  categories  have  the  water  carriage  system  with 
W.C.’s.  23  houses  have  the  conservancy  system  of  sewage 

disposal  including  some  earth  or  pail  closets.  During  the 
year  3  earth  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets. 

Public  Cleansing:  The  collection  and  disposal  of  dry 
household  refuse  is  carried  out  entirely  by  the  Council's  work¬ 
men  and  equipment,  a  weekly  service  being  maintained. 
About  80  per  cent  is  disposed  by  controlled  tipping  and 
10  per  cent  each  by  destruction  and  to  farmers. 


SECTION  D 


HOUSING 

28  houses  were  dealt  with  under  Sections  16  and  17  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1957.  Of  these  13  were  made  the  subject  of 
demolition  orders;  in  the  case  of  ten  houses  undertakings  were 
accepted  to  do  the  necessary  work  of  repairs,  and  in  5  cases 
special  undertakings  not  to  use  for  human  habitation  were 
accepted. 

During  the  year  4  houses  were  built  privately  and  34 
houses  completed  by  the  Council.  36  families  were  rehoused 
in  1958. 


SECTION  E 


SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

There  are  some  24  shops  and  cafes,  etc.,  where  food  is 
sold  or  prepared  for  sale  and  six  of  these  are  registered  to 
sell  ice-cream.  The  managements  have  been  kept  informed 
of  the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  and  in  many  of  them  improvements 
have  been  carried  out  to  meet  requirements.  The  ice-cream 
sold  is  mainly  factory-wrapped  or  packaged. 

The  Urban  District  is  included  in  an  area  where  only 
designated  milks  can  be  sold.  This  has  caused  the  number 
of  retailers  to  drop  to  three,  two  of  whom  require  supplemen¬ 
tary  licences  and  one  a  dealer's  licence. 

No  special  action  was  called  for  in  relation  to  infectious 
disease  among  food  handlers  or  their  families  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations  or  the  Food  and  Drags  Act. 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year.

Fifteen  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  were  reported 
comprising  n  of  whooping  cough,  3  of  measles  and  1  of 
dysentery  (bacilliaiy) . 

The  whooping  cough  followed  on  after  the  measles  out¬ 
break  of  the  year  previously.  Diphtheria  and  other  serious 
infections  were  absent.  There  was  no  case  of  scarlet  fever 
and  only  one  of  dysentery.

This  shows  a  satisfactory  level  of  immunity  on  the  whole 
among  the  children  under  15  years,  but  the  percentage  under 
5  years,  while  much  better  than  in  some  areas,  could  still 
be  improved. 


IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH 

87  children  out  of  an  estimated  164  under  5  years  have 
been  immunised  against  whooping  cough,  i.e.  53  per  cent.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  will  increase  with  the  use  of  combined 
antigen  against  both  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  (and 
tetanus) .

By  the  end  of  1958  regular  supplies  of  vaccine  were 
being  received  and  by  that  time  56  per  cent  of  the  registrable 
children  between  the  ages  of  6  months  and  15  years  had 
received  two  injections.  The  campaign  continued.
